ORDINANCE NO.2019-__

AN ORDINANCE ABANDONING ANY JASPER COUNTY RIGHT OR CLAIM OF
PRESCRIPTIVE MAINTENANCE OR USE ON A PORTION OF A ROAD LOCATED
WITHIN JASPER COUNTY (JASPER STATION ROAD) UPON CONDITIONS

WHEREAS, the attached Exhibit A depicts a portion of an un-improved road commonly
referred to as Jasper Station Road shown in purple and yellow, as well as Existing and future
portions of East Argent Loop Road; and

WHEREAS, Jasper Station Road lies within Jasper County, has been maintained by Jasper
County and by one or more ordinances heretofore duly enacted is or has been a purported
“county road” subject to the jurisdiction of Jasper County; and

WHEREAS, so much of Jasper Station Road as is shown in purple on the attached Exhibit
A lies wholly within the municipal limits of the City of Hardeeville; and

WHEREAS, so much of Jasper Station Road as is shown in purple on the attached Exhibit
A'is on property encompassed by a Development Agreement (commonly referred to as the East
Argent Tract) entered into between the City of Hardeeville and Argent Land Holdings, LLC; and

WHEREAS, in connection with the development of the East Argent Tract the City of
Hardeeville supports the re-routing of the portion of Jasper Station Road, constructing a new
improved road to be known as East Argent Loop Road and closing a portion of Jasper Station
Road, all as depicted in the attached Exhibit A; and

WHEREAS, the new proposed roads referred to as East Argent Loop Road and the re-
routed Jasper Station Road shall be public roads to be maintained, or caused to be maintained
by the City of Hardeeville and an improvement and increase convenience within the City and
County; and

WHEREAS, the Jasper County Code of Ordinances provides for, among other things, the
classification of roads in the County, identification of roads maintained by the County under
ostensible prescriptive easement, creation of new roads, and standards for road construction;
and



WHEREAS, the City of Hardeeville Code of Ordinances and Development Agreement
provides for, among other things, creation of new roads, standards of construction, maintenance
and related matters;

WHEREAS, Statutes of the State of South Carolina provide for, among other things,
procedures for the closing and abandonment of roads which the City wishes to utilize in regards
to the portion of Jasper Station Road identified as lying within the City boundaries; and

WHEREAS, inasmuch as by ordinance and/or prescription Jasper County may have
acquired certain rights over Jasper Station Road, the City of Hardeeville has requested that Jasper
County abandon and relinquish its rights with respect to so much of Jasper Station Road as is
shown in purple on the attached Exhibit A; and

WHEREAS, in view of the new, alternate routes to be provided, which shall be constructed
in accordance with City requirements to a better quality and utility than exists now, and provide
better public access and travel convenience, so much of Jasper Station Road as is shown in purple
on the attached Exhibit A will no longer be necessary for public use upon the completion of East
Argent Loop Road, and County Council finds that abandonment of its rights in and to that portion
of Jasper Station Road shown in purple is it its best interests.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE JASPER COUNTY COUNCIL DULY ASSEMBLED
AS FOLLOWS:



Section 1. The above premises are incorporated as findings by the Council.

Section 2. Jasper County, in its capacity as a political subdivision of the State of South
Carolina, does hereby relinquish any right or claim it may have pursuant to its Code of Ordinances
or prescriptive easement with respect to so much of Jasper Station Road as is shown in purple on
the attached Exhibit A, and consents on behalf of Jasper County to the closure of that portion
shown in purple on the condition that the alternative route shown in blue on Exhibit A be
completed and accepted by the City of Hardeeville prior to the abandonment and closure of the
portion of Jasper Station Road shown in purple.

Section 3. To the extent this Ordinance contains provisions that conflict with provisions
contained elsewhere in the Jasper County Code or other Jasper County ordinances, the provisions
contained in this Ordinance supersede all other provisions and this Ordinance is controlling.

Section 4. If any section of this Ordinance is, for any reason, determined to be void or invalid
by a court of competent jurisdiction, it shall not affect the validity of any other section of this
Ordinance which is not itself void or invalid.

Section 5. This Ordinance shall become effective, and the rights of Jasper County to that

portion of Jasper Station Road shown in purple shall be abandoned as of the date of completion of
East Argent Loop Road as shown on in blue on the attached Exhibit A.
